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THE PATMOS VISION 


J. T. CAMPBELL 


Rev. 1:9-11. 


“TI John, who also am _= your 
brother, and companion in tribu- 
lation, and in the kingdom and pa- 
tience of Jesus Christ, was-in the 
isle that is called Patmos, for the 
word of God, and for the testimony 
of Jesus Christ. I was in the Spirit 
on the Lord’s day, and heard be- 
hind me a great voice as of a 
trumpet, saying, I am Alpha and 
Omega, the first and the last: and, 
What thou seest, wr:te in a book, 
and send it unto the seven church- 
es which are in Asia; unto Ephe- 
sus, and unto Smyrna, and unto 
Pergamos, and unto Thyatira, and 
unto Sardis, and unto Philadelphia, 
and unto Laodicea.” 

I have been thinking fer some 
time I would write on this subject 
as I see so many good things in 
this vision wh'ch John had when 


he was exiled. We will refer vou 
to Rev. 1:3, “For the time is at 
hand.’ We can see the mighty 


hand of God in preserving the be- 
loved John for the purpose of 
bringing a great message to the 
world. John, like all the rest of the 
apostles, would have been put to 
death if it had not been that God 
delivered him. 

At the time of the vision, and 
many years after, there was but 
one church and that was the one 
of which Jesus said, “Upon this 
rock I will build my church.” So 
all these churches mentioned in 
h‘s vision were the Church of God 





at the different places and there 
were some conditions existing in 
these churches that God wanted 
to warn them of. We are not go- 
ing to get by with anything short 
of the old original faith which was 
once delivered to the saints, even 
though we are the Church of God, 
we must hew to the line, for “‘judg- 
ment also will I lay to the line, and 
righteousness to the plummet,” 30 


saith Isa. 28:17. 
Also Peter tells us in his first 
Epistle 4:17 that judgment must 


first begin at the house of God, 
and Paul tells us that the house of 
God is the Church of God. 1 T’m. 
3:15. Again we hear God say thru 
Isaiah, “Cry loud and spare not. 
Lift up thy voice like a trumpet 
and show my people their trans- 
gression, and the house of Jacob 
their sins.” Dear people, it  be- 
hooves us to take warning and not 
settle down and bring upon our- 
selves condemnation by letting 
some of the same conditions exist 
with us as did in the churches 
named in the text. It might be easy 
for us to commend ours‘lves scme- 
times because we bear the name 
Church of God. A preacher preach- 
ing on the shipwreck of Paul and 
comparing the ship to the Church 
of God, emphasized very much the 
place where Paul said, “Except ye 
abide in the ship ye cannot be 
saved,” making it sound like the 
virtue was in the ship or Church of 
yod, but, notice here in the 15th 


Psalm David said, “Lord, who 
shall abide in thy tabernacle? who 
shall dwell in thy holy hill?” The 
answer is, “He that walketh up- 
rightly and worketh righteousness 
and speaketh the truth in his 
heart.’’ Note these terms, WALK- 
ETH, WORKETH, and SPEAK- 
ETH, also note the rest of this 
chapter which denotes a continua- 
tion of walking, working, and 
speaking, or in other words, just 
keep on keeping on. Notice too. 
the Lord did not commend the 
Philadelphian church just because 
they had not denied His name, but 
He said, “I know thy WORKS.” 
They had kept His WORD, and had 
not denied His NAME. 

We will now take up the church- 
es in order as John was command- 
ed to write unto them, believing 
that these seven churches _repre- 
sent seven different ages or seven 
different times that these cond:- 
tions would exist. These seven 
times cover a space of time from 
the vision, A. D. 96, to the end. 

First, the church at Ephesus, 
Rev. 2:1-7. We will not quote the 
Scripture in full but will try to 
condense our thoughts as much as 
possible. We notice that the Lord 
was commending the church at 
Ephesus for their work, patience, 
etc. God honors what we do, but 
His Word also reproves us for what 
we do not do. He sa‘d to them, “I 
have somewhat against you,” and 
He didn’t hesitate to tell them just 
what it was. It was that they had 
left their first love. No doubt they 
were faithful in many things but 
they were lacking in one thing and 
that was love. Probably they had,

There are two definite ways for 
a church to apostatize, the one 
way most common is world con- 
formity through sinfulness.

Mystery Babylon 


It is particularly significant from 
the dramatic portraiture of Rev. 
17th chapter, that some form of 
religious practice and instruction 
continues down to the last half or 
the week of the tribulation. What 
is it? Certainly not Protestantism, 
for the true church will have been 
raptured at the beginning of the 
week. See Rev. chapters four and 
five. But that it is some form of 
religious influence that has domi- 
nated the kings of the earth, is 
evidenced by the present state of 
the text. However, that it is apos- 
tate is lucidly clear, in view of the 
fact, that in its ex.sting form it is 
“THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS;” 
and with whom the kings of the 
earth have committed fornication, 
VV. 2 and 5. Can it be aught but 
the Catholic Church, which is in- 
deed not the true church as is evi- 
denced by it being left after the 
rapture has taken place? Therehas 
not arisen, another power in the 
guise and form of rel gion that will 
fill the latitude as is here men- 
tioned. What other supposedly re- 
ligious body will be strong enough 
after the rapture to dominate the 
beast for the first half of thé 
week? What other religious move- 
ment has sat upon the “seven 
mountains” or heads of world 
dominion, having reigned over 


“peoples, and multitudes, and na- 
tions, and tongues” and remains to 
be destroyed by the Antichrist and 
the ten federated kings of his do- 
minion? Yet if we take this view, 
we must include with her all other 
forms of apostate, or idolatrous 
worship, since the Catholic church 
did not exist during at least five 
of the former world wide _ king- 
doms; but would they not all be 
classed as fornicators against the 
true worship cf Jehovah? See 2 
Chron. 21:11; Isa. 23:17; Ezk. 16: 
22-59; Jer. 2 and 3 chapters. 


Catholicism on Increase 


Some take the view that catholi- 
cism is on the decline, such an 
idea is entirely erroneous if we are 
to take current reports, and espe- 
cially as reported by D. M. Panton 
writing in the Dawn, which is as 
follows: 

“The Roman Church, to begin 
with, is seated on 297,762,524 of 
mankind, as against the 132,969,- 
616 of the Protestant Churches, 
and the 127,295,825 of the Eastern 
Church. Thirty years ago the Ro- 
man priests throughout the world 
numbered 230,000: today there are 
(Universe, Nov. 11, 1932) 321,000 
priests. “It is probably the fact,” 
says the Universe (Dec. 30, 1932%, 
“that the Church has made more 
material progress in Great Britain 
in this year of economic catastro- 
phes than in any year since the 
Reformation. And the same is true 
of several European countries, 
notably France, Italy and Ger- 
many.” During a missionary con- 
ference at Padua, held in October, 
1932, it was announced that about 
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-05 6,000,000 conversions have taken 


place during the pontificate of 
Pius XI. In the same period the 
native clergy have increased from 
2,670 to 5,000, and there are 1,600 
natives studying for the priest- 
hood. 

For the missionary work of the 
Church of Rome is enormous, It is 
reported that 163,615 workers —. 
46,174 priests, brothers and _ sis- 


ters and 117,441 lay auxiliaries, 
catechists, teachers, doctors, 
nurses, etc. — constitute the 
force of Roman Catholic mis- 


sions for which the Society of the 
Propagation of the Faith, the mam 
mission-aid organization of the 
Church, is responsible. The vast 
missionary work throughout the 
world includes 45,826 churches and 
chapels; 309 seminaries with 9,971 
students; 31,418 schools with 1,- 
521,710 pupils; 691 hospitals with 
283,503 patients a year; 1,848 dis- 
pénsaries with 11,066,749 patients 
a year; 1,525 orphanages with 81- 
240 orphans; 299 homes for the 
aged with 11,332 inmates; 81 leper 
asylums with 14,060 lepers; 154 
other philanthropic institutions 
with 9,966 inmates. 

Individual countries’ present 
striking facts. In 1884 Indian 
Catholics numbered 1,500,000; to- 
day they number 6,300,000; and of 
the 6,000 priests and 5,000 nuns, 
the majority are Indians. There are 
nine Chinese’ bishops, 1,371 
Chinese priests, more than 5,000 
Chinese nuns, and approximately 
4,000 Chinese young men _prepar- 
ing for the priesthood. 

The Vatican has a most power- 
ful foothold in the United States. 
There are 12,537 churches’ with 
resident priests and 5,723 missions. 
The clergy totals 29,782, which in- 
cludes sixteen archbishops and 
cardinals, 102 bishops, 21,016 secu- 
lar priests and 8,766 priests of re- 
ligious orders. There are 7,462 
parochial schools enrolling 2,170.- 
102 pupils and 1,998 institutions 
for higher education enrolling 179,- 
345 students.”—The Dawn.

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Past, Présent, and Future 


Now comes the news that sev- 
enty-five years hence half the peo- 
ple in the United States will be 
crazy. This conclusion is based on 
the rate of increase of insanity 
over a given period of time. Ex- 
perts grade out their cases; de- 
mentia praecox, paranoia, manic- 
depressive psychoses, alcoholic 
psychoses, neurosyphilis, etc.What- 
ever high sounding name may be 
affixed to a case of insanity there 
is one chief root that supports all 
of the branches— degeneration. 
“The sins of the fathers’ shall be 
vis:ted upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation.” A 
certain well known evangelist has 
said that some babies are damned 
into the world—born of sinning, 
whiskey soaked or dope benumbed 
parents they don’t have a chance. 
Sins of the flesh are the biggest 
contributing factor in causing in- 
sanity.

Says a reputable national maga- 
zine, “‘A person fifteen years of age 
residing in New York state has 
almost one in twenty chancesof be- 
ing confined to an insane asylum 
before he dies. If he is so confined 
the average length of institutiona! 
life will be seven years, and during 
that time he will cost the state up- 
ward to $25,000. In Massachusetts 
nineteen cents of every state tax 
dollar is spent on the care of the 
mentally deranged. In 1931 New 
York spent $47,000,000 on its 73,- 
000 insane patients—an increase 
of 350 per cent in expenditure dur- 
ing the last decade. In the same de- 
cade mental disease nearly doubled 
in frequency in eighteen states. If 
present rates of increase continue 
for the next three quarters of a 
century, half of the population of 
the United States will be in insane 
asylums and the other half will 
labor solely to support them.”

The brain is a very delicate part 
of man’s physical organism. The 
Creator protected it from outside 


harm by enclosing it in a hard 
bony case. Derangement seldom 


results from outside causes. It is 
when men sow to the flesh by sin- 
ning against their bodies that this 
delicate organ is affected with the 
loss of the faculty of reason—the 
crowning gift which God bestowed 
upon created man. A body saturat- 
ed with such poisons as_ nicotine, 


alcohol, morphine, asparin, caf- 
feine or some other of the poisons 
in habitual use by modern soc.ety, 
is bound to break down soon or 
later. The various metalic com- 
pounds used as constituents or 
preservatives in prepared foods 
(for example the aluminum sul- 
phate contained in most baking 
powders; the copper salts used to 
preserve and color pickles; ben- 
zoate of soda, etc.) are also a con- 
tributing cause in breaking down 
the powers of life. Many who 
would not sin against their bodies 
by using nicotine or alcohol never- 
theless habitually make use _ of 
other poisons ruinous to a delicate 
brain and a finely organized body.

Social diseases play an increas- 
ingly groat part in sending people 
to insane aslyums. In a certain 
group of mcn examined during the 
war nine out of fourteen were at- 
fected with so-called private dis- 
eases. Sad to relate such diseases 
may be contracted by unoffending 
parties simply through common 
contact, drinking out of same cup, 
using same towel, etc. Syphilis, 
one of the most common of these 
diseases, is responsible for many 
cases of insanity. “He that soweth 
to the flesh shall of the flesh reap 
corruption.” Misuse and exhaus- 
tion of physical functions through 
disregard of the law of continence 
also take its toll in the destruction 
of the foolish. Whatever corrupts 
and devitalizes the body is a sin 
against the body and subject to di- 
vine condemnation and penalty. 

* *& * 

An investigator “determined to 
visit the leading insane hospitals of 
the east to study at first hand the 
grave social and human problem 
that festers unregarded behind the 
gates of our asylums.” Led by a 
doctor jealously guarding a heavy 
bunch of keys he was first taken 
into the “quiet wards.” “The 
dominant note is low tensioned 
apathy. Men stand silently in little 
groups or mutter fitfully.” One 
pair of patients were playing a 
game which had gone on _ for 
months, shoving a solitary check- 
er around a checker board. At 
times “a burst of silly laughter or 
a torrent of unexplained oaths rip 
the air, but for the most part 
silence and dejection hang over the 
room. This group ranges from 
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feeble-minded giants who ‘cannot 
lace their own shoes’ to epileptics 
who may be of normal intelligence 
until taken by a violent seizure.” 


* * * 


In other wards are patients un- 
able to perform even the humblest 
of bodily functions, ‘“‘who must be 
cared for like a baby.” One patient 
“lies in bed not able to even move 
his lips.” Syphilis has completely 
paralyzed his nervous system. He 
must be fed through a tube as he 
cannot move his jaws. Says Mr. 
Robinson, in the female wards, “‘A 
chorus of wails and _ hysterical 
laughter greeted us as we entered 
the door, the volume of noise as- 
cending to terrifying heights.” 
“One patient knelt before a win- 
dow, hands uplifted in maniacal 
prayer; another rose from her cot 
and with tears streaming down her 
cheeks begged the doctor to let 
her play the piano. A gaunt carica- 
ture of a woman slipped a piece of 
paper into my hand, it covered 
with senseless scrawls, but with a 
finger to her lips she glided away, 
signaling me to secrecy as_ she 
went.” 

* * & 

A sound mind in a vigorous body 
is a priceless treasure. The good- 
ness of God has endowed sinning 
mortals with a degree of heriditary 
health that is far in advance of 
their deserts but the trend is ever 
toward the exhaustion of racial 
purity and vitality. The patriarchs 
inheriting a pure blood stream had 
a life span of several hundred 
years. Today men are prone to 
many diseases and the average 
span has diminished to somewhere 
around fifty years. 

Such is the havoc wrought by 
disregard of the divine standards 
of life.

to some extent, settled down; their 
fervent zeal had become cold, they 
had quit going from house to 
house and having all things com- 
mon, and their love which they had 
at the beginning had grown cold 
and they had become indifferent. 
This was the condition existing in 
the Church of God at the time of 
the vision. 

Second, the church at Smyrna, 
Rev. 2:8-11. It seems that the 
church of Ephesus took warning 
from the message and returned to 
her first love and thereby brought 
great persecutions. There always 
have been and always will be great 
persecutions against the real true 


children of God. The Lord knew .- 


their works, tribulation and pov- 
erty. Praise God for the privilege 
of the poor having the gospel. Tho 
they were poor, He said they were 
rich. The message to the Smyrna 
church carried them warning that 
they would have tribulations ten 
days, but He told them not to fear 
these things but be faithful unto 
death and “I will give you a crown 
of life.” The Lord promised the 
overcomers of this church that 
they should not be hurt with the 
second death. They might have two 
suffer death but if they did they 
would receive a crown of life and 
the second death would have no 
power over them. Now about the 
ten days of persecution. If this had 
been only ten twenty-four hour 
days it would not have been men- 
tioned but we believe that to this 
church it was given to suffer great 
persecutions through the adminis- 
tration of ten wicked rulers, a day 
for each administration. This is be- 
lieved to have covered a space of 
time from somewhere about A. D. 
96 to A. D. 316. 

Third, the church in Pergamos, 
Rey. 2:12-17. This gives us a pic- 
ture of the church settled down in 
the world where Satan’s_ seat is. 
They left their pilgrim character 
and went the other way. No doubt 
this is about the time Constantine 
was converted: The reproof that 
the message brings to this church 
is that they had some there who 
held the doctrine of Balaam which 
was that he taught Balak to cast 
a stumblingblock before the chil- 
dren of Israel, that is, he taught 
Balak to corrupt the people _ that 


could not be cursed, by tempting 
them to marry women of Moab. 
With the church it is this union 
of world and church that is spirit- 
ual unchastity. Jas. 4:4. And the 
message told them to “repent; or 
else I will come unto thee quickly, 
and will fight against thee with 
the sword of my mouth.” He has 
promised to the overcomers of 
this church that they would be 
given to eat of the hidden manna 
and would give them a white 
stone and in the stone a new name, 
etc. The promises are all to the 
overcomer. 

Fourth, the church at Thyatira. 
Rev. 2:18-29. It seems that this is 
the condition of the church during 
the dark ages. The letting down 
and settling down in the world re- 
sulted in total or gross darkness. 
Even this church the Lord did not 
fail to commend for what they did 
do, but He said, “Notwithstanding 
I have a few things against thee, 
because thou sufferest that wo- 
man Jezebel, which calleth herself 
a prophetess, to teach and seduce 
my servants to commit fornica- 
tion;” etc. “And I gave her space 
to repent of her fornication, and 
she repented not.” So here is the 
penalty, ‘Behold, I will cast her 
into a bed, and them that commit 
adultery with her into great tribu- 
lation, except they repent.” They 
had the doctrine of Balaamism 
(worldliness) and Nicolatians. As 
Jezebel brought idolatry into Is- 
rael so Romanism weds Christian 
doctrine to pagan ceremonies. It 
was in the church age we believe 
that the Roman Catholic church 
was set up, probably about A. D. 
325, and these conditions ex’sted 
until about the sixteenth century, 
and remember the curse pronoun- 
ced upon them that brought in this 
doctrine—that I will cast her into 
great tribulation. That doctrine 
still exists today but will be cast 
into the great tribulation. 

Back to V. 24, “But unto you I 
say, and unto the rest in Thyatira. 
as many as have not this doctrine, 
and which have not known the 
depths of Satan, as they speak; I 
will put upon you none other bur- 
den. But that which you have al- 
ready, hold “fast till I come.” To 
the overcomers there is given pow- 
er over the nations, that they shall 
rule them with a rod of iron. 

Fifth, to the church at Sardis, 
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Rev. 8:1-6. This brings us down to 
the reformation time. We believe 
that the Sardis age begins with 
the stepping out of the pilgrim fa- 
thers in search of a country where 
they could worship God according 
to the dictates of their conscience. 
We thank God for such men as 
Wesley and Luther who would 
dare to stand for the truth and 
preach justification by faith and 
sanctification by the blood, but 
the Lord said to this church, “I 
have not found your work perfect 
before me.” The church did not go 
down all at once, neither will it 
come back to perfection all at 
once, but she is pressing toward 
the mark. The overcomer of this 
church will have the privilege of 
walking with the Lord for they are 
worthy. We believe that the Sard’s 
church age covers a space of time 
from about the sixteenth century 
till about thirty or forty years ago 
when the true light of Pentecost 
came. 

Sixth, the church at Philadelphia, 
Rev. 3:7-13. Seventh, the church 
at Laodicea, Rev. 3:14-19. We are 
bringing these two last churches 
together as it seems that both the 
Philadelphian and Laodicean con- 
ditions are existing today. We fin:l 
that Philadelphia means brotherly 
love and the Laodicean church is 
represented by lukewarmness and 
indifference. There seems to he, 
as we might term it, an inner cir- 
cle which is going on to perfec- 
tion with brotherly love while there 
seems to be an element in the 
church which is satisfied with mere 
profession. Some one might say. 
Oh, the Laodicean church is the 
modern denominational churches, 
but I want to say that the message 
was to the Church of God. There 
was no other church in existence 
at the time the message was given. 
I have heard some preachers say 
the Church of God (organic) is the 
bride of Christ, and some are so 
radical as to say if a man is not m 
the Church (organic) he will not 
be in the rapture. I believe in the 
Church of God (organic) and 
preach it strong but remember 
there are going to be lots of peo- 
ple in the rapture, for the dead in 
Christ will rise first and we which 
are alive and remain will be caught 
up together with them to meet the 
Lord in the air, so says Paul. We 
believe that the Philadelphian 
church is the overcomers, out of 
the Sardis age, who have gone on 
and fulfilled their work and made 
perfect before Him. Paul tells us

in Eph. 5 that the Lord is coming 
after a holy, glorious church, with- 
out spot or wrinkle and that it will 
be blameless. We could not say 
that the whole Church of God (or- 
ganic) will ever be that way, but 
the overcomers of this Philadel- 
phian church are the ones who are 
told that, “I have set before you an 
open door and because you have 
kept my word and have not denied 
my name, I will also deliver you 
from the hour of temptation.” The 
Laod‘cean church is those who 
have a satisfied profess‘on and be- 
come lukewarm, or in other words, 
they are the dregs that settle in 
the bottom of the cup and have to 
go out into the great tribulation. 
Let’s take invoice, dear readers, 
and see where we are. Are you in 
the Philadelphian church or the 
Laodicean? Let’s notice the place 
and attitude of Christ at the close 
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of the church age. Rev. 3:20, 21, 
“Behold, I stand at the door and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come into 
him, and sup with him, and he with 
me. To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
as I also overcame, and am _ set 
down with my Father in his 
throne.” Jesus is knocking at our 
hearts’ door, wanting to come in 
in His fulness. The Holy Ghost is 
giving out messages that the Lord 
is calling us on to a closer walk 
with Him. We will conclude by 
quoting a part of Heb. 6:1. ““There- 
fore leaving the principles of the 
doctrine of Christ, let us go on un- 
to perfection.” We can do that by 
going back to the first love of the 
church. Paul said in Col. 3:14, 
“Love (charity) is the bond of per- 
fectness.” Amen.

JESUS ACCLAIMED AS KING 
TEXT: Matt. 21:1-14. — MEMORY VERSE: Psa. 28:7d. 
TIME: Sunday and Monday of Christ’s last week; probably April 2 and 3, A.D. 30. 


PLACE: Jerusalem and vicinity. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Wherefore God also hath highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name.—Phil. 2:9. 


LEADING THOUGHT: Jesus had a right to demand loyalty of God’s people. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
THE PASSION WEEK 

V. 1. “And when they drew nigh unto 
Jerusalem.” As they traveled from Beth- 
any. “And were come to Bethphage.” The 
house of figs. A small village possibly lo- 
cated on a summit of Olivet within the 
bounds of Jerusalem. Perhaps two thou- 
sand cubits distant from the city walls. 
“Unto the Mount of Olives.” Or Olivet, a 
nill having four peaks, 2723 feet above 
sea level at its highest point, east of Je- 
rusalem and separated from it by the 
valley of Kedron. “Then sent Jesus two 
disciples.” Possibly Peter and John. They 
were perhaps the oldest and youngest of 
the twelve. 

Vv. 2. “Saying unto them, Go into the 
village over against you.” “The Jericho 
road towards Jerusalem sweeps aroun’ 
a gorge across which is a footpath going 
steeply down and up.” Perhaps Christ and 
His disciples traveled the highway while 
the two going for the colt took the short 
cut to Bethphage rejoining Christ and 
the other disciples again near Jerusalem. 
“And straightway ye shall find an ass 
tied.” Which according to Mark was 
found at the entrance of the street. “And 
a colt with her.” Jerome states a mysti- 
ca] reason, The ass represents the Jewish 
people which had long broken the yoke 
of the law. The colt adumbrates the Gen- 
tiles as yet unbroken whereon never man 
sat. He used the figure to represent Jew 
and Gentile who are commanded through 
His apostles to be brought unto Him. His 
knowledge of the whereabouts of the ass 
and the colt proves His divinity omni- 
science. “Loose them, and bring them un- 
to me.” The command suggests His ab- 
solute authority over the entire creation. 

V. 3. “If amy man say ought unto 
you.” Christ expected it and it did so 
happen, as the bystanders questioned the 
appropriation of the two animals. “Ye 
shall say, The Lord hath need of them.” 
Pessibly the owner of the animals was a 
disciple and acknowledged the claims of 
Jesus. If otherwise, he conceded the di- 
vine appropriation over them. “And 
straightway he will send them.” Al] for 
which Christ asks must be yielded with- 
out question and we shall receive from 
Him due restoration, 

Vv. 4. “All this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet.” The language here denotes the 


purpose of the colt was for the fulfill- 
ment of prophecy. The prophecies mus‘ 
needs be fulfilled to furnish proper iden- 
tification of Christ to which they refer, 
Zech. 9:9. Possibly connected with Isa. 
62:11. 


OFFICIAL PRESENTATION OF THE 
KING 

Vv. 5. “Saying, Tell ye the daughter of 
Sion.” Zion was so named because of its 
high, sunny altitude, a reference to Je- 
rusalem itself. The daughter of Zion re- 
fers to the inhabitants, “Behold, thy King 
cometh unto thee.” A king of their own 
race and not a stranger. Zion was the 
part of Jerusalem where David and all 
the kings that had followed him lived. 
The city and inhabitants are both in 
reference, however, Christ was not oniy 
King of the Jews but ultimately King of 
the whole world, Isa. 9:6, Rev. 19:18. 
“Meek, and sitting upon an ass.” In 30 
doing He came as a King. Such was an 
Old Testament custom of honored rulers, 
Judges 5:10; 10:4; 1 Kings 1:38. Chris* 
weuld not mount a war horse which de- 
noted that the leader was a worldly po- 
tentate and leader of earthly armies. 
“And a colt_the foal of an ass.” Some 
think the colt was an emblem of the 
meekness of Christ. It is evident that the 
mother of the colt followed and doubt- 
less kept close to its foal. (Lange has pic- 
tured the “old theocracy running idly and 
instinctively by the side of the young 
church which has become the true bearer 
of the divinity of Christ.”) Thus he pic- 
tures the ass and the colt as Jew and 
Gentile brought to Christ through His 
death and over which He will eventually 
reign as King. No other king had ev=r 
come to Jerusalem in such a manner. 
Such circumstances were predicted of 
Messiah alone and Christ fulfilled them 
to the letter. 

Vv. 6. “And the disciples went, and did 
as Jesus commanded them.” They obey- 
ed the order given by Christ not knowing 
the portent of its significance or how it 
fulfilled Old Testament prophecies. 

Vv. 7. “And brought the ass, and the 
colt, and put on them their clothes.” A 
reference is to their heavy outer’ gar- 
ments, abbas or buernoeses. Garments 
were placed on both beasts as they did 
not know on which their Master intend- 
ed to ride. “And they set him thereon.” 
Thus the procession of which the prophet 
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sang a thousand years before was ful- 
filled. 
Vv. 8. “And a very great multitude 


spread their garments in the way.” Mak- 
ing a royal carpet for the progress of the 
King by stripping off their outer robes 
as the two disciples had done. Such 
honors were often paid to great men and 
are said to be still practised on state oc- 
casions. “Others cut down branches from 
the trees, and strawed them in the way.” 
These were branches from the palm trees, 
John 12:13. Some extended special honor 
unto Him by waving branches in the air. 
This is perhaps the origin of Palm Sun- 
day, Sunday before Easter, now known 
throughout the Christian churches. 
PRAISE AND ADORATION 

Vv. 9. “And the multitudes that went 
before, and that followed.” There were 
two separate bodies which made up th¢ 
escort according to John 12:18. The peo- 
ple were greatly excited by the raising 
of Lazarus from the dead, who when they 
heard that Jesus was in their neighbor- 
hood, hurried from Jerusalem to do Him 
honor. “Cried, saying, Hosanna to the 
son of David.” Hosanna is a compound of 
two words meaning “save” and “now,” or 
“I pray,” probably uttered by the people 
as a derivative from Psalm 118, which 
formed part of the great praise sung at 
the feast of tabernacles. Hosanna was 
originally a formula of prayer and sup- 
plication but later became a term of joy 
and congratulation. “Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord.” An in- 
vocation of the blessing upon the coming 
One, that is Messiah, chap. 11:3; Rev. 1: 
8. “Hosanna in the highest.” See Luke 
2:14, an appeal to Jehovah to ratify in 
heaven the blessings they were invoking 
in the earth. Christ accepted all this 
homage, bearing the title Messiah as His 
proper due, through openly asserting His 
claims as such and by His acquiescence 
encouraging the excitement. 

V. 10. “And when he was come into 
Jerusalem, all the city was moved, say- 
ing, Who is this?” Previously He had 
questioned His disciples concerning His 
identity, but now the people were shaken 
as by an earthquake and inquiring, “Who 
is this?’ It was near the time of the Pass- 
over. 

V. 11. “And the multitude said, This 
is Jesus the Prophet of Nazareth of Gali- 
lee.” It was the people who had taken 
part in the procession who stated that He 
was Jesus of Nazareth. He was not uni- 
versally recognized as being the great 
Prophet. Jesus of Nazareth was King of 
the Jews. Jerusalem was the city of the 
great King. Thus it was the ultimate goal 
of His earthly life where by His death He 
purchased to Him all sovereign rights. 

THE TEMPLE CLEANSED 

V. 12. “And Jesus went into the temple 
of God.” It was possibly Monday of the 
Holy Week, the day following the tri- 
umphal entry. Compare Mark 11:12; Luke 
19:45. “And cast out all them that sold 
and bought in the temple.” The court of 
the Gentiles had become a kind of city 
market where things necessary for sacri- 
fice were sold: animals, oil, and wine. 
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The common wrangle of the people buy- 
ing and selling, the lowing of the cattle, 
and the bleating of the sheep was un- 
suited for God’s sacred temple. “And 
overthrew the tables of the moneychang- 
ers.” These persons exchanged foreign 
money or other coins at a percentage of 
interest for the half shekel demanded 
from all adults for the service of the 
temple. “The seats of them that sold 
doves.” Doves were used as offerings by 
the poor who could not afford the costlier 
victims, see Lev. 4:6; 14:22; Luke 2:24. 
These were often sold by women. 

V. 13. “And said unto them, It is 
written, My house shall be called the 
house of prayer.” From Isa. 56:7; Jer. 
7:11. The high design and purpose of the 
temple had been corrupted by vile and 
profane persons who through greed had 
subjected it to pollution. “But ye have 
made it a den of thieves.” These traf- 
ficers had turned the hallowed courts in- 
to a storage room where robbers through 
exorbitant prices stored their ill-gotten 
plunder. Christ vindicated the sanctity of 
God’s house according to prophecy of Mal. 
3:1-3. “He suddenly came to the temple 
and purified it.” Those who corrupt or 
profane what is dedicated unto God 2r° 
certain to receive loss and punishment. 

Vv. 14. “And the blind and the lame 
came to him in the temple; and he hea!- 
ed them.” Christ as King first purified 
the palace as if to take His seat therein 
and of His royal bounty distribute gifts 
to the people by healing them and meet- 
ing their needs, It was a fulfillment of 
Isa. 35:4 where the following verses de- 
scribe what took place in the temple.
